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| City Council orders 


two zoning studies

Upland City Council has ordered 
city staff to do two studies of the 
southern sections of the city. 

Proposed apartment development 
has been of special concern to 
residents of the new single-family 
development at the southeast corner 
of San Antonio Avenue and Ninth 
Street. 

Apartments already exist at the 
northeast corner, but new single- 
family residents are opposed to 
construction of more apartments in 
the area which they say already has 
too many people and too much 
traffic. 

The council voted 41 to delay 
construction of an apartment 
development 60 days until a study 
can be made of the two-block area 
bounded by Euclid and San Antonio 
avenues and two sets of railroad 
tracks. 

An urgency ordinance passed by 
the council will prohibit Loren 
Phillips and Associates from 
beginning construction of 10 four- 
unit apartments on 2.8 acres east of 
the existing apartments. 

Councilman Hal Bailin opposed 
the urgency ordinance and 
commented that reviewing zoning 


Upland employes to 
vote on strike issue 


Upland city employes will 
participate in a second vote by mail 
to determine whether to strike over 
the city’s offer of a 5 per cent pay 
raise rather than the 6.8 per cent 
union members requested. 

The first vote taken Nov. 16 
resulted in a 39-25 vote in favoring of 
striking, but the vote is not 
considered conclusive because 
approximately 26 per cent of the 
union’s 8 members did not vote. 

Ballots have been mailed to all 
members of Local 660, Services 
Employes International Union, 
AFL-CIO, which represents 
Upland’s miscellaneous employes 
who are mostly clerical and 
maintenance workers. 

Once votes are counted (balloting 
deadline is Dec. 1), the county AFL- 
CIO unit must approve the strike. If 
the county unit sanctions the strike, 
other AFL-CIO affiliates in the 
county will support the local group’s 
strike efforts - increasing the 
chances that the strike will be 
successful. 

The union had first asked for a flat 
dollar raise so all employes would 
benefit equally rather than higher 
paid employes benefiting more than 
lower paid employes.

A school unification proposal that 
would have affected some 800 
teenagers in the foothill 
communities of Upland and 
Cucamonga has been halted — 
perhaps permanently — by the San 
Bernardino County Committee on 
School District Organization. 

The committee concluded its fifth 
unification study session Nov. 17 by 
voting against continued study of 
several proposals to unify the 
Ontario - Montclair School District 
(MSD) with three high schools from 
the Chaffey Joint Union High chool 
District (CJUHSD). 


Some 800 Upland and Cucamonga 
students attend Montclair and 
Chaffey high schools since Upland 
and Alta Loma high schools are too 
crowded to handle all the students in 
the local communities. 


The number of students bused to 
the other high schools is increasing 
as new homes are built and occupied 
in the foothill communities. 

The county schools committee had 
listed a number of possibilities for 
Upland and Alta Loma - Cucamonga 
- Etiwanda if the OMSD unification 
proposal was approved. 

One proposal would provide for 
similar unification by Upland High 
School and Mt. Baldy and Upland 
school districts and unification of 
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the flat dollar raise because it blurs 
distinctions between employes pay 
grades and offered a 3 per cent 
increase. 


The city later increased its offer 
to 5 per cent, but the union is holding 
out for a 6.8 per cent increase 
retroactive to July 1, 1976 and 
another raise Jan. 7, 1977 equal to 
the cost-of-living increase from July 
through December. 


Other city employes, including 
management, firefighters and 
police officers, have accepted a 5 
per cent raise. 


The city plans to continue normal 
operations if the local does call a 
strike and will hire additional staff 
or contract with private firms for 
needed assistance, according to a 
memorandum circulated to 
employes. 


The memorandum advises 
employes ‘‘that strikes by public 
employes are illegal in the state of 
California. Therefore any employe 
who participates in a strike is 
engaging in an illegal act.” 


Employes are warned that those 
who strike or ‘‘abandon their 
position’ without permission of 
supervisors may lose seniority, 
vacation, sick leave and other wages 
and benefits and can be disciplined, 
which may include ‘‘permanent 
dismissal from city employment.” 


The memorandum states, “All 
employes including union members 
have the right to work, and this right 
will be protected by the city. 
Employes are encouraged to report 
immediately any incidents or 
attempts to interfere with the free 
exercise of their right to work.” 


when the land developer is ready to 
begin construction is 
“inappropriate.” 

Bailin said changing the zoning on 
a 2.8-acre parcel would produce a 
small single - family residential 
island in the midst of apartments. 

The property has been zoned for 
multiple-family residential for a 
number of years and apartments 
were constructed in the area long 
before the new single-family homes. 

Other development on the block 
includes a church and a planned 
home for senior citizens. 

Councilwoman Ina Petokas 
supported the study to determine if 
the parcel is suitable for single- 
family residential development and 
noted the single-family homes 
recently constructed have proved to 
be successful low-cost homes. 

Mayor pro tem John McCarthy 
said the area did not seem 
appropriate for single-family 
development but noted a lower 
density multiple-family 
development might be possible. 

Planning Director Bill Young said 
the proposed apartment 
development is substantially lower 
density than would be permitted 
under the present zoning. The 
apartments would provide 14.3 units 
per acre compared to the allowable 
maximum of 30 units per acre. 

The council also requested a study 
of development in the southeast 
section of the city. 

McCarthy noted special concern 
about the combination of residential 
and commercial zoning and said 
development as zoning indicates 
would produce a mish-mash. 


Commercial and apartment 
development would also cause 
traffic problems because of the 
narrow streets, he said. 

The issue of development in the 
southeast section was raised by a 
request for a zone change from 
multiple-family residential to 


_ commercial at the southwest corner 


of Sixth Avenue and Ninth Street. An 
antique store is planned for the site. 

In another zoning matter Bailin 
suggested adoption of a ‘‘holding’’ 
category in the general plan to 
indicate sites which may be used for 
parks or schools in the future. 

The city has designated several 
sites for parks without having an 
actual timetable for development or 
even any certainty the property will 
actually be used for a park. 

The situation arises when cities 
try to plan ahead and designate park 
sites before all land is already 
committed to houses. 

Recently residents have opposed 
changing such park designations to 
other uses even though other parks 
have been provided in the area. 

The Planning Department has 
been reviewing such proposed park 
sites and will consider changing 
several park and _ school 
designations at the Planning 
Commission meeting 7:30 p.m. 
tonight. 

Bailin noted a ‘‘holding’’ 
designation would be helpful to 
indicate that a site might be 
developed as a park in the future. 

The holding designation would 
also prevent residents from 
believing the park is a definite plan, 
he said.

Committee halts unification proposal 


Alta Loma High School and Central, 
Cucamonga, Alta Loma and 
Etiwanda schools districts. 

Another proposal would have 
joined both high schools and all six 
elementary school districts into a 
unified district. A third proposal 
would have joined Upland and Alta 
Loma high schools into a high school 
district and left the elementary 
school districts separate as they are 
now. 

At least one Upland School 
District trustee had noted that — as 
a citizen and parent — he favors 
local school control and would be 
interested in exploring unification of 
the Upland schools. 

But the Central School District 
Board of Trustees officially opposed 
the unification proposal, apparently 
on grounds of problems the high 
school district would suffer rather 
than problems for the elementary 
school district. 

In earlier study sessions the 
county committee had seemed to be 
working toward choosing the most 
promising proposal for further 
study, presentation to the state 
Board of Education, and then 
decision by voters in the districts 
considering unification. 

That pattern of action was 
canceled by the committee’s vote to 
drop the entire matter. The vote 
came afater little open discussion or 


debate among committee members 
and was, in effect, a unanimous 9-0-1 
against unification. (Richard 
Pearson, who is president of the O- 
M board, abstained from voting. ) 

O-M board members, staff and 
citizens had all pointed to a 
coordinated curriculum for students 
as the best advantage of unification. 

A coordinated curriculum from 
kindergarten tough 12th grade would 
provide a step-by-step sequence of 
education, the proponents said 
noting that policies could be set on a 
district-wide level so students would 
face uniform expectations 
throughout their educational 
experience. 

School board members and 
administrators from the Chaffey 
Joint Union High School [iistrict 
opposed the unification whicii would 
have divided the district down the 
middle and taken all of the district’s 
central administration facilities. 

High school officials feared the 
cost of replacing the central 
facilities would have to be borne 
entirely by the citizens of northern 
and outlying areas of the district. 

Administrators were also 
concerned with the future of the 800 
students attending Montclair and 
Chaffey High Schools. The students 
might have been allowed to attend 
the high schools on interdistrict 
transfer agreements with a 


complicated tuition agreement. 

Texas were an important 
consideration for both the unifying 
districts and other districts. The 
unified O-M district board of 
trustees would have been allowed to 
collect an additional 52 cents per 
$100 of assessed valuation. High 
school taxes for Foothill residents 
might also rise because of the cost 
of replacing central facilities and 
perhaps of being forced to build a 
new high school. 


All of the spectulations about 
coordinated curriculums, 800 
students without schools, and tax 
hikes were ended when the 
committee decided to halt the 
unification study. 


But the Ontario - Montclair 
district has several options besides 
letting the unification matter fade 
into history. 

The board can ask the county 
committee to reconsider the 
unification proposal, can wait and 
resumbit the proposal later, and can 
circulate petitions and go directly to 
the state Board of Education, by 
passing the county committee. 


If the board follows any of those 
steps, local residents may still see 
changes in the local high school - 
and perhaps elementary school - 
system.

QUESTION: What is the library fund? M.P. 


ANSWER: The library fund was created by the Upland 
City Council. Money placed in the fund can be withdrawn 
only on the warrant or authority of the Board of Trustees 
of the Upland Public Library, and can only be used for 
the construction of additional structural facil’ties in the 
library, or generally in the construction and 
improvement or betterment of the library building. The 
Fund can be augmented by assessments or taxes duly 
provided for by ofdinance, or by gifts or otherwise, and 
by any means within the authority of the library board. 


QUESTION: Can you tell us the duties of account clerk 
II? M.S. 


ANSWER: The city has three such positions in the 
Finance Department which are capably executed by 
three lovely women: Marge Pruneri, Barbara Stone and 
Phillis Proctor. Under general supervision they perofrm 
clerical accounting work; post, check, balance, adjust 
and summarize accounts; make arithmetical 
computations primarily through use of a calculator; 
check employe time cards and make changes and update 
payroll records; check computer print outs on payroll 
against control sheets; prepare warrants for the 
payment of city cbligations related to the compensation 
of personnel and the purchase of supplies and services, 
prepare vouchers, make ledger and journal entries and 
run trial balances; prepare an account breakdown on 
revenues received and post amounts to appropriate 
accounts; check invoices against purchase orders and 
verify accuracy of associated warrants; mail warrants 
to vendors; check printout of equipment usage and costs 
and post data to work sheets; maintain subsidiary 
ledgers on gas tax projects, off-site sewer agreements, 
street improvement trust and similar matters; compile 
data and prepare statistical reports. 


QUESTION: What must I do to make a claim against 
the city? A.P. 


ANSWER: You first secure the necessary forms from 
the Upland City Clerk. All claims and demands against 
the city must be presented in writing, in the form of 
invoices, statements of account or otherwise, and should 
clearly show the nature of the claim or demand, by 
whom presented and when incurred; and when consisting 
of more than one item should be fully itemized. Claims 
and demands for damages, and all claims and demands 
not arising upon judgment or definite contract with the 
city, must also be verified by the claimant or someone on 
his or her behalf as being true and correct. After being 
approved by the council, they will be paid by warrants 
drawn upon the treasurer of the city in accordance with 
the laws of the state.

Alta Loma High School defensive 
standouts Mark Anderson and Dave 
Silva join flashy Ontario running 
back Tommy Jefferson to first-team 
berths on the Coaches’ All-Hacienda 
League Football Team announced 
today.

Upland derailing 


mule-car 


One of the last visible reminders 
ofthe mule cars which operated 
along Euclid Avenue late in the 19th 
century are being removed in 
Upland. 

However, the estimated 3,000 feet 
of'rail in the Euclid Avenue median 
between Eighth Street and the east- 
west Southern Pacific tracks just 
south of Upland City Hall will soon 
have a new home — at the Orange 
Empire Trolley Museum in Perris.

Walker, the museum’s president, 
said. 

But the Euclid Avenue rail spur 
was used for excursions as late as 
the early 1950s, he said. 


Furthermore, until about a year 
ago, the rail spur was used to haul 
freight from two orange-packing 
houses, Walker added.

1968-73. A growing rat 
population gets too much of 
the still inadequate 
production. In Senegal, on 
the west coast of Africa’s 
bulge, rats last year 
consumed 40 per cent of the 
food crop because of a lack 
of sufficient grain storage 
facilities. 


The School of Theology at 
Claremont is taking a lead 
in the rural development 
movement in theological 
education, not only because 


eats vegetables, fruits, 
nuts, seeds and grains. No 
animal products, including 
milk, are consumed. Since 
vitamin B-12 is found only in 
animal sources, thie diet is 
low in this vitamin. If the 
diet is deficient for a long 
period of time there may be 
irreversible changes in the 
nervous sytem. Lack of 
vitamin B-12 causes a type 
of anemia which is easily 
treated by addition of the 
vitamin to the diet. The 
vegan diet should be 
supplemeneted with this 
missing nutrient. 

Since no dairy products 
are used the vegan diet may 
be low in calcium, 
riboflavin, and vitamin D. 
Iodine and iron also may be 
low. The lower levels of 
nutrient intake provided by 
the vegan diet may have a 
detrimental effect on the 
health of t women, 
infants, children and 
teenagers. , 

To get balanced nutrition, 
the individual would have to 
conscientiously and scien- 
tifically plan the diet to in- 
clude a wide variety of 
foods, consume the foods

Reporting sale 
of real estate

If you are contemplating 
a sale of real estate or other 
property, you may choose 
one of three alternatives for 
collecting the sale proceeds 
and reporting any gain on 
your personal federal 
income tax return. 


1. If in the year of sale 
you are in a low tax 
bracket, you may elect to 
receive 100 per cent of the 
sales proceeds and report 
100 per cent of the gain. You 
would then have the 
proceeds, less 
applicable tax, 
immediately at your 
disposal. 


2. If you are in a low tax 
bracket but you anticipate 
substantially higher income 
in future years; you may 
choose to recognize the 
entire gain in the year of the 
sale, even though you will 
be receiving payments on a 
note over several 
succeeding years. The 
primary drawback of this 
approach is that you will

3. A third alternative 
would be to spread the 
receipt of the proceeds and 
the recognition of the gain 
over several years. This can 
only be done if no more than 
30 per cent of the sales price 
is received in the year of 
the sale. This 30 per cent 
limitation includes both the 
down payment and any 
principal payments 
received in the year of the 
sale. The balance of the 
sales price can be 
represented by a 
promissory note payable 
over several years. A 
proportionate share of the 
gain would be reported each 
year as the payments are 
received. Reporting the 
gain in this manner may 
result in the gain rather 
taxed in lower tax brackets 
over several years rather 
than in a high bracket in one 
year. CAVEAT: If you are 
relieved of a mortgage in 
excess of your tax basis. 
you would have additional 
proceeds in the year of the 
sale.
